appointed to be iſſued and paid, as aforeſaid, lay out, apply, and 
diſpoſe of, the then Reſidue and Surplus of the Money ariſing by Sale 
of the Premiſes veſted and ſettled by this Act, in One or more Pur- 
chaſe or Purchaſes of Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments, in Fee- 
ſimple in Poſſeſſion; and ſhall and do, immediately after ſuch Pur- 
chaſe or Purchaſes ſhall be made, ſettle, conyey, and aſſure, the Lands, 
Tenements, and Hereditaments, ſo to be purchaſed, to the Uſe of the 
ſaid John Lord Biſhop of Salisbury, for his Life, without Impeachment 
of Waſte; with Remainder to Truſtees, and their Heirs, during his 
Life, in Truſt, to preſerve the contingent Remainders; and, after his 
Death, to the Uſe of the Firſt and every other Son of his Body law- 
fully to be begotten ſucceſſively in Tail Male ; with Remainders over 
to the ſaid Nobert Gilbert, and the Sons of his Body lawfully / 
begotten, in like manner as the ſame Lands, Tenements, and Heredi- 
taments, are herein before directed to be limited to the ſaid Lord Bi- 
ſhop, and the Sons of his Body; with like Remainders over to the 
faid Thomas Gilbert, Edward Gilbert, and the Sons of their Bodies 
reſpectively; with Remainder to the right Heirs of the ſaid Alice 
Gilbert the Teſtatrix, for ever; or fuch and fo many of the ſaid Ules 
and Eſtates as ſhall be then ſubſiſting, or capable of taking Effect.

Samuel Torriano and Edmund Batler, and the Survivor of them, and 
the Heirs and Aſſigus of ſuch Survivor, ſhall and do in the mean time, 
and until ſuch Sale or Sales fhall be made of the Premiſes veſted by 
this Act, as aforeſaid, permit and ſuffer the ſame Premiſes to be held 
and enjoyed, and the Rents, Iſſues, and Profits thereof to be had, re- 


ceived, and taken, by ſuch Perſon and Perſons as would be intitled " 
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and ought to hold and enjoy the ſame, in caſe theſe Preſents had not 
been made: And alſo that, in the mean time, after the Sale and Con. 
veyance of the Premiſes hereby veſted, in Truſt, to be ſold, as afore. 
ſaid, or any Part thereof, and until ſuch Conveyance and Settlement 
ſhall be made, executed, and effected, of the Lands, Tenements, or 
Hereditaments, hereby directed to be purchaſed with the Money 
ariſing by ſuch Sale and Sales, purſuant to, and according to, the Te. 
nor and true Meaning of this Act, it ſhall and may be lawful to and 
for the ſaid Samuel Torriano and Edmand Butler, and the Surviyor of 
them, and the Heirs of ſuch Survivor, to place out the Money ariſing 


by ſuch Sale or Sales upon Government or Real Security, at Intereſt; 


and alſo, from time to time, to call in the principal Money fo to be 
placed out, and to place the ſame. out again on new or other Secuti- 
ties of the like Nature, at Intereſt; and to pay the Intereſt, Divi- 
dends, and yearly Proceed, ariſing and to be produced from ſuch 
Funds or Securities, unto ſuch Perſon or Perſons as would be intitled 
to receive the Rents and Profits of the Lands and Hereditaments 
hereby directed to be purchaſed, in caſe the ſame were purchaſed and 
ſettled, purſuant to this Act. 

And, for promoting and facilitating the Sale of the Premiſes here- 
by veſted to be ſold, as aforeſaid, Jt is hereby further Enatted 
and Peclared, That the Receipt and Receipts of the ſaid Samuel 
Torriano and Edmund Butler, or the Survivor of them, or the Heirs or 


Aſſigns of ſuch Survivor, under their, his, or her, Hands or Hand re- 


ſpectively, ſhall be a ſufficient Diſcharge to the Purchaſer or Purcha- 
ers of the Premiſes, or any Part thereof, and to his and their reſpect- 
ive Heirs, Executors, Adminiſtrators, and Aſhgns, for ſo much of the 


_ aid Purchaſe- money for which ſuch Receipt or Receipts ſhall be given; 


and after ſach Receipt or Receipts, the ſaid Purchaſer or Purchaſers, 
his, her, and their Heirs, Executors, Adminiſtrators, and Aſſigns, ſhall 
be, and is and are hereby, abſolutely acquitted ahd diſcharged of and 
from the ſame ; and he, they, or any of them, after ſuch Receipt or 
Receipts, ſhall not be anſwerable or accountable for any Loſs, Miſap- 
plication, or Non-application, of the ſaid Purchaſe-money, or any 
Part thereof. : 

And it is hereby further Enacted and Declared, That the 
faid Samuel Torriano.and Edmund Butler ſhall not, nor ſhall either of 
them, or the Heirs, Executors, or Adminiſtrators, of either of them, be 
anſwerable or accountable for any Money to be received by virtue of, or 
under, the Truſts hereby in them repoſed, any otherwiſe than each 
Perſon for ſuch Sum and Sums of Money as he or they ſhall reſpect- 
ively actually receive; and that no one of them ſhall be anſwerable 
of accountable for the Acts, Receipts, Neglects, or Defaults, of the 
other of them; and alſo that they the ſaid Samuel Torriano and Ed- 
mund Butler, their reſpectiye Heirs, Executors, and Adminiſtrators, _ 
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and may, by and out of the Rents, Iſſues, and Profits, of the Premiſes 
hereby veſted in them, as aforeſaid, or out of the Money arifing by - 
the Sale thereof, retain to and reimburſe themſel ves for all reaſona 
Coſts, Charges, Damages, and Expences, that they reſpectively ſhall 
or may ſuſtain, or be put unto, in and about the Execution of the 
Truſts hereby in them repoſed. 

Saving always to the K IN G's moſt Excellent Majrsry, his 
Heirs and Succeſſors, and to the ſeyeral Perſons claiming any Sum or 
Sums of Money ſecured by Mortgage of the Premiſes, or any Part 
thereof, or any Annuity or pecuniary Legacy given or bequeathed, or 
directed to be paid, by the faid Will, and to all and every other Per- 
ſon and Perſons, Bodies Politick and Corporate, his, her, and their 
Heirs, Succeſſors, Executors, and Adminiſtrators (Other than and ex- 
cept the ſaid John Lord Biſhop of Salisbury, Robert Gilbert, Thomas 
Gilbert the elder, and the ſaid Edward Gilbert, and their Firſt and 
other Sons reſpectively, and the Heirs Male of the reſpective Bodies 
of ſuch Sons, and the right Heirs of the ſaid Alice Gilbert the Teſta- 
trix), All ſuch Eſtate, Right, Title, Intereſt, Claim, and Demand 
whatſoever, of, in, to, or out of, the Manors, Lands, Tenements, He- 
reditaments, and Premiſes, veſted by this Act, as they every, or any 
of them, had before the Paſſing of this Act, or could or might have 
had, held, and enjoyed, in caſe this A& had not been made. 
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
